After pulling .a-» blooper in a 
Little league story - and if you 
didn’t catch it you’ll never learn 
about it from me I. decided 
the best thing to do would become 
familiar with details of Little 
league activity. 

Knowing that Dick Nicholls was 
scheduled to speak to parents of 
Little leaguers, it struck me that 
my attendance might be in order.’

Mr, Stock outlined his idea and 
took it to Connie Mack, veteran 
major league manager; and Bugs 
Reardon, veteran umpire.

Fire Prevention 


Measures Ordered In 
National Forests 


i Rangers have been instruct- 
ed to institute enforcement of 
fire prevention laws within the 
national forest boundaries due 
to seasonal fire hazards, Sim 
Jarvi, Forest Supervisor, an- 
nounced. ‘ 

Fire ordinances in San Ber- 
nardino and Riverside Counties 
require a written permit to 
build. campfires. Smoking is 
permitted only at. designated 
places, campgounds, and plac- 
es of habitation. Fireworks are 
not permitted within the nation- 
al. forest boundaries; and ‘no 
lighted substance, including 
cigarettes, should be thrown 
from a moving vehicle. 

Possession or firing of tracer 
bullets on or across brush cov- 
ered land is prohibited by state 
and federal fire laws at all 
times. 

Forest residents are Created: 
ed that the law requires the 
cleaning up of fire hazards from 
debris: may be done only under 
a written permit.

The atmosphere idday is so emctionally charged that 
many find it difficult to look caimly at the proposed guaran- 
teed annual wage plan. However, an objective analyst, Dr. 
Douglass V. Brown, professor of industrial management at 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, finds that guaranteed 
annual wage would'call for readjustments of:policies al] down 
the line — that it would mean a substitution of fixed costs 
for variable costs. 

Under GAW, a company would have to recognize these 
additional fixed costs in every decision it made. In many 
instances, this factor might tip the scales against buying new 
plants or equipment or hiring new employes. In other words, 
it could result in less employment and less industrial expan- 
sion with the new jobs that would be created. 

The big queston is how can the employer be. guaranteed 
the income through the year that can make the guaranteed 
annual wage possible. 

Those who grab at one end of the GAW idea ought to 
know what's on the otther end of it,
